half times as many as in 1965. 
He said more success was exper- 
ienced in completing calls from 
Vietnam because of the difficulty

call when he is able to do so.” 

On calls to Vietnam, he said, 
it is Important for the caller to 
have the serviceman's unit, his 
APO number and, if possible, a 
telephone number where he can 
be reached, He said the speed 
with which the call goes through 
depends on the number of calls 
pending at the time and the serv- 
iceman’s availability. 

“On the other hand,” he con- 
tinued, “‘calls originating in Viet- 
nam are handled on a first-come, 
first-served basis at various tele- 
phone centers established for 
servicemen. Once a serviceman 
places his call, it’s just a matter 
of minutes before it is com- 
pleted.” 

Stockberger said Pacific’s par- 
ent company, American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, 
has asked the Federal Communi-
